Before 
the  year  was  over,  there  had  been  thirty-eight  of  us 
eighth  graders  tapped  into  the  Junior  Honor- 
Society. 

The  highlights  of  our  last  year  in  junior  high 
were  many  and  varied.  Between  the  activities  of 
dances  and  banquets,  we  found  time  to  elect  Janet- 
then  Jean— Spurlin  as  our  class  presidents.  Between 
the  two,  many  spokes  were  added  to  the  growth  of 
the  wheel  of  '54.  Under  the  leadership  of  Sue 
Sigmon,  the  Junior  Honor  Society  gave  a  banquet 
for  the  junior  football  team,  the  City  Champions 
for  the  third  straight  year.  This  year  will  be  re- 
membered bv  the  football  team  because  it  was  the 
first  year  that  they  had  been  presented  monogram 
letters.  The  Junior  Student  Council  presented 
many  socials  and  left  the  treasury  richer  than  they 
found  it  under  the  guidance  of  Jerry  Neal  and  Pat 


Pippin,  presidents  for  first  and  second  semesters 
respectively. 

We  entered  a  year  of  uncertainty  as  we  became 
sophomores.  We  had  been  seniors  in  junior  high, 
but  we  were  again  freshmen-freshmen  in  senior 
high.  We  didn't  let  this  feeling  prevail  long  be- 
cause we  elected  Pat  Pippin  and  Bobby  Hord,  class 
presidents  for  first  and  second  semesters  respective- 
ly, to  put  us  again  on  top.

Vivian  Mullins  was  voted  the  eleventh  grade 
beauty;  Don  Cates,  Earl  Todd,  and  Marion  Justice 
were  selected  for  positions  on  the  All-City  football 
team;  fourteen  juniors  were  elected  by  our  class- 
mates to  be  Junior  Marshals,  Sue  Sigmon  and 
Jerry  Neal  being  elected  Chief  Marshals.  Finally 
on  "Maroon  and  Cold  Day"  ten  juniors  were 
selected  to  take  the  vacant  places  of  the  ten  Im- 
peratores  leaving  that  year. 

We  found  ourselves  not  having  to  look  up  to 
those  big  football  stars,  not  having  to  wish  to  be 
like  those  twelfth  grade  beauties,  and  not  having 
any  trouble  finding  such  rooms  as  112,  203,  101, 
and  204.  No,  we  had  found  all  these  as  we  had 
constructed  our  wheel  of  fortune.  The  assembling 
of  our  wheel  had  been  fun,  but  sometimes  difficult. 
The  spokes  we  had  already  placed  were  only  a  few 
compared  to  the  number  going  to  be  placed  in  our 
last  year.  We  began  our  final  year  by  electing  of- 
ficers who  we  thought  could  lead  us  through  the 
many  tasks  facing  us.  These  officers  were:  Jerry 
Neal,  president;  Wayne  Miller,  vice-president; 
Sue  Sigmon,  secretary;  and  Jean  Spurlin,  treasurer. 
We  elected  another  capable  group  the  second 
semester  in   Bobby   Hord,   president;  Margaret 
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Hoover,  vice-president;  Pat  Childers,  secretary;  and 
Coreen  Case,  Treasurer. 

Spice  and  beauty  were  added  to  the  construction 
when  we  elected  Janet  Spurlin  as  our  representa- 
tive to  the  Carolinas'  Carrousel,  Pat  Pippin  as 
Homecoming  Oueen,  and  Vivian  Mullins  as  our 
twelfth  grade  beauty  at  Homecoming.  Edward 
Jenkins  again  took  the  Hi-Lites  off  the  shelf  and 
began  planning  for  the  six-page  edition.  Sue  Sig- 
mon  as  editor  and  Neil  Williams  as  business  man- 
ager began  enthusiastically  to  plan  for  the  Acorn's 
publication.  Bobby  Hord  and  Jerry  Neal  brought 
new  life  to  the  Student  Council  during  their 
terms  as  president.  With  Boogie  Smith  and  Donnie 
Cates  as  co-captains,  the  football  team  ran  its  un- 
beaten mark  to  twenty-five  games.
